Carroll has a model of 
his incinerator at his YY’est Anaheim 
workshops. 
By use of a patent uump 
and tank wagon, which gets most of 
the moisture from the garbage as it 
is hauled to the Carroll dump, from 
which it falls into 
the 
incinerator 
proper. 
Carroll 
spreads 
partially 
dried material over an initial grate 
system. 
The grates then ’' Qgin their 
work of eliminating further moisture, 
and finally, on the lower set, under in­ 
tense heat, reduces the garbage to 
absolute ash, which leaves the plant 
sacked and ready for use as a fer­ 
tilizer, to which no odor attaches. 
A high stack and forced draught ar­ 
rangement assure economy in fuel and 
elimination of odors. 
It is the belief 
of engineers who have looked at the 
model that tne plant will be practical­ 
ly self-feeding in the matter of fuel.
